Secondly, I ſay, though Chriſt died to ſatisfy di- 
eme juſtioe for all, yet ĩt is ho diſparagement to him not to 
ta ve all, becauſe he undertook it only conditionally, and that 
condition on cheir part never has been performed. The con- 
trary prineiples, I conceive, holding that Chriſt did not die 
for the whole world, is diſhonouring God, degrading the Sa - 
viour, diſcoutaging fouls, and the greateſt detriment to the 
pProgreſs of true religion. It appears to diſnonour God by 
diſbelieving his ſacred declaration fo often made in the ſcrip- 
ture, that he is no xeſpector of perſons. It degfades the pur- }|_ 
chaſe of Chriſt, by deny ing the firſt neceſſary ſtep towards ſal- 
vation, viz. A light to lighten every man; and that by means 
of his purchaſe, this light is actually given, and that it is ſuffi-. 
cient. - If we believe the ſacred oracles, we. muſt believe it 
ſufficient ſor the great purpoſe of falvation, and that all man- 
rind have it. If it is not ſufficient, it may be conſidered worſe 
than nothing, and a mean of aggravating the condemnation 
gf a eonſiderable part of mankind; and the Saviour of ſinners 
has done em no favour, but the greateſt injury, and render - | 
ed their ſituation infinitely worſe than before. The doQrine 
- of perſonal election from eternity has a tendency ere ; 
& appears far from that humble ſpinteflovee: good will to all 
men recommended in the goſpel. It is diſcouraging to ſoulss 
under conviction; for they, from ſuch principles, conclude 
that ſeeking and ftriving are to no purpoſe; for if they are 
not ele ted, it is not in the power of all worlds to ſave them, 
and damned to all eternity then muſt they be. Many in ſuch 
n ſituation go into diſtrad ion; and I have heard of many, 
under ſuch diſcouragement, putting an end to their days, by 
taking ther own lives. And where is the inconſiſtency of ſuch 
conduct upon the belief of ſuch principles; for they are taught 
the longer they live in an unconverted ſtate, they are addin 
ſt.tm to ſin; and they, conſidering they - are not elected, anc 
Feannot be ſaved, believe the ſooner they die, the leſs fin they 
Will have to anſwer ſor. e
